tern frantically and fired at lease a 
half dozen shots Irom his 
revolver,

Immediate)* following the crasli 


th£»>vreck caught fire and the bodies 
werp-burned before they could be ex- 
tricated from the ruins. The heat oi 
thej.burning cars was so intense that 
the, \\ould be rescuers could not get 
near enough to 
help.

and some of the dead were taken to 
Kankakee, III. 


One man *vho was pleading pile- 


ously for aid was pinned under a car 
seat. He was rescued when the blaze 
was within six-feet oZ him. Another 
was thrown out of tnc window 
of 


the smoker into a ditch. These wore 
the only two passengers rescued from 
the smoker. 


The killed include men, women and 


children, and all that could be seen 
at daybreak this 
morning was the 


smoldering skeletons of human bod- 
ies and the wreckage of the smoke/ 
and baggage cars.

Soon after the collision, the wreck- 


age caught fire from the engine coals 
and all the coiches, except the sleep- 
ers and the private car of Vice Pres- 
ident Schaff were destroyed.

river is rising. The

the weather is clear for the first time 
in many days, but

Senator Foraker's Prominence In the

His fight on the rate bill last 
year gave him an increased promi- 
nence among both friends and ene- 
mies, intensifying those extreme foel- 
ings of personal opinion which make 
;i man in public life admired or hated, 
yet whose abilities are equally recog- 
nized and admitted by both friend and 
enr-my. The rate bill discussion gave 
Senator Foraker occasional opportuni- 
ties to occupy the foreground of public 


Congressional salaries,

and passed the measure on Friday in- 
creasing the salaries of Congressmen 
and Senators to $7,500 a year, and 
the.^salaries of Vice President, Speak- 
er^'of the House and members of the 
President'^ Cabinet, tot. $12,000. 


This increase in the salary of mem- 


bers of Congress'is amply justified by 
present conditions,' both in politics 
arid otherwise. It has been admitted

faithful, honest service to his con- 
stituents at Washington. 


Times and conditions have greatly

largely due to the wide-spread pro- 
test that came up from the country 
against what was known as the "sal- 
ary grab" of thirty years ago.

that time, when Congress passed the 
salary law fixing the salaries of mem- 
bers at $5,000 a year, the bill was so 
drawn as to provide 
for back pay 


from the beginning of the term, and 
the measure became 
known as the 


famous '.'salary grab" against which 
the country raised its righteous pro- 
test.

Some talk was heard not long ago 


of having two Republican conventions 
in Ohio next year like the Democrats 
had in 1SSO, one to indorse a candi- 
date for president and a later conven- 
tion to name a state ticket. This was 
suggested as a plan to put through an 
indorsement of Foraker for president 
and leave a way open to indorse him 
at the later convention in the eveRt 
that the national convention does not 
rominate him for president. But Sen- 
ator Foraker took all the snap out of 
the proposition by his disapproval. 
An alternative plan is to try to get 
f om the state convention an indorse- 
ment of Foraker for president, with a 
codicil good for the senatcTial contest 
in 1909, if needed, and there is a di- 
versity of opinion on that score. 


In opposition to the Foraker cam- 


paign is the industrious effort being 
made to have Secretary Taft indorsed 
as the choice of Ohio Republicans for 
president, with a companion proposi- 
tion to have a primary election law 
enacted by the legislature next year 
requiring that senators be nominated 
on the Burton plan, by primaries, in 
the hope that the Foraker senatorial 
boom can be forestalled in a nomina- 
tion by popular vote. Be that as it 
may. 
the main issue joined for the 


Republicans of Ohio to settle within 
the next 12 months is whether Fora- 
kor or Taft shall have the indorse- 
ment for president.

An early convention in 100S Is a 


probability under any circumstaures. 
Whoever the Ohio Republicans choose 
to indorse for president, there must 
be ample time for missionary worV. 
in ether states before the national 
convention in midsummer, so that the 
state convention will be clue as early 
as April and probably in March, im- 
mediately after the adjournment of 
the 
legislature. If the legislature 


wants to pass a primary law, like the 
Bronson bill 
still 
pending, or em- 


bracing the Burton proposition for 
nominating senators by popular vote, 
it will have ample time and opportu- 
nity to do so. Both branches of the 
legislature are so near evenly divided 
that a primary election law stands a 
fair chance of going through. 
The 


growing demand in all parties for 
electing senators by dn-ect vote en- 
Jiances the prospects of including 
their nomination also In a primary 


election law. This may be set down 
as a minor factor in the equation here- 
tofore stated. 


When the Ohio legislature enacted a 


law for 2-cent railway passenger rate 
it blazf.d the way for other states. Tha 
Ohio law is being used as the model 
of similar legislation in a large num- 
ber of states, especially in the west. 
At least five states have made it tlie 
basis of proposed legislation. Governor

specifically 


urged in his final message that the 
legislature of that state pass au exact 
duplicate of the Ohio law. Similar 
measures have been introduced or pro- 
posed in Nebraska, Missouri, Indiana 
and Kansas.

The "memorandum" notes have a 
total face value of $2,060,000, 14 of 
them being for $92,000 each, si* for 
$97,000 each and two 
for

each. They were discounted between' 
Jan. 21, 1904, and Feb. 15, 1905, affd 
the proceeds, $2,038,176, were used,' 
the indictment charges, by Mr. Walsh 
personally. It is also claimed that be- 
tween Jan. 21, 1904, and Feb. IB, 1905,-' 
Mr. Walsh paid out §2,614,377 to his 
outside Interests.

It is claimed in the indictment- that 


between April 15, 1904, and Jan. 31,

Walsh on 13 different occasions 


sold at exaggerated prices to the bank, 
bonds of the Southern Indiana Rail- 
way company, Illinois Southern Rail- 
way company, Wisconsin & Michigan 
Railway company and Mount Olive & 
Staunton Coal company, amounting to 
$322,227. It is..eLaimed also that. Walsh— 
knowingly borrowed money from the , 
bank on fictitious notes, and that he 
sold to the bank bonds of doubtful 
value, and that he was therefore gull-" 
ty of willful misuse of the funds ot 
the institution. 


Mr. Walsh was arrested March U, 


1905, for alleged violation of the fed- 
eral banking laws, and was under 
bonds of $50,000. As soon as the in- 
dictment was returned he appeared 
in the federal court and gave a new 
bond for a similar amount. He Will 
plead or file demurrers to the indict- 
ment on or before Feb. C. Mr. Walsh's 
attorneys assert that they, expect to 
have little difficulty in clearing him.

19 new 


skyscrapers, 
costing 
$40,000,000, 


which will 
supply 
3,000,00 more 


square feet, or 70 acres. 
The larg- 


est of these skyscrapers the biggest 
office building in the world, will add 
12 acres. 


Values in the financial section of 


the city have increased to such an 
extent that recently a Broadway plot 
sold for $600 a square foot-—a rate 
equal to $20,000,000 j>n acre. 
The 


ground space of- the business district 
is a fixed quantity—it can not be ex- 
tended; but the actual working space 
is limited only by the height to which 
steel buildings can rise. This height 
has steadily grown greater, until now 
a building 41 stories high is in course 
of construction. 


The ground area upon which the 


19 skyscrapers now going up will 
stand is only a little more than three 
acres. 
Yet 100,000 persons will be 


housed on these three acres 
every 


day without crowding. 


A most important economic factor 


is the wonderful speed made possible 
by the use of steel and hollow tile in 
skyscraper construction, effecting an 
estimated saving of time from six to 
twelve months. This means a saving 
of $300,000 in rentals on two aver- 
age buildings. Hollow brick 
have 


revolutionized the methods of mod- 
ern building. 


Those who think that skyscrapers 


building is being overdone may be 
surprised to know that long before a 
new one is finished a large part of its 
space is rented. 
The safety of 
the 


fireproof skyscraper 
is 
no 
longer 


questioned. 
Architects and builders 


are agreed that 
the 
steel framed 


structure is the safest and most en- 
during

ly to the fact that the terra cotta fire-

washed garments 
ready for ironing, 


the Chinese laundryman holds the 
water in his mouth and squirts it on 
the article which endangers it to mi- 
crobes of disease, it is high time meas- 
ures were taken to abolish these sink 
holes, or at least impiove the sanitary 
condition of the same. 


Many diseases ha\e been traceable 


to clothes washed in Chinese laun- 
di ies. It is a well-known fact that the 
majority of these Chinamen eat food 
that no other nationality will touch, 
considering it, and rightfully too, in- 
jurious to health.
